The upswing was led by grains, the 


bureau said, with potatoes, sweel po- 
tatoes, cotlon and cottonseed follow- 
ing closely. 


It reported grain prices as 111 per 


ccnl higher on December 1 thiui on 
the Siimc date in 1932 due lo a de- 
crease in production which cut the 
lolal supply. Due to a rye crop 48 
per cent smaller than a year ago that 
grain was priced at 
55.-1 cents per 


bushel, over double the price in 1932. 


Oats were 30.4 cents per bushel or 


127 per cent higher than on December 
1, 1932, and 
wheat was purchased 


at 67.8 cents, an increase of 112 per 
cent over the 1932 figures. The oats 
crop was 42 per cent smaller and the 
wheat crop averaged almost 39 per 
cent less than in 1S32.

in the cotton crop during the past

"What"—The Associated Press asked two well known 


American historians—"is the most significant feature of 
1933?"'

attention in the United States as recovery. 


To Frank H. Simmonds, auhor of "Can Europe Keep The 


Peace?" and "America Faces The Next War," it is that hope 
for peace in Europe has been replaced by danger of war. The 
historians' views follow:

The principal feature of the year's 


history in the United States is rio( 
that we have begun economic recov* 
ery and not that the government is 
more systematically aiding it than 
ever before, important as these are. 


The outstanding fact 
is that the 


Roosevelt administration has wisely 
insisted that reconstruction shall get 
quite as much attention as recovery. 


We have recovered from great de- 


pressions before without basic re- 
forms. We did so after the panics of 
1873 and 1893. What will make 1933 
memorable is that the new adminis- 
tration has demanded these basic re- 
forms. 


Its much-needed work in " recon- 


struction has had three main aspects: 


(1) For the first'time in our his- 


tory the government has insisted that 
the depressed farmer has as much 
right to aid and protection as the de- 
pressed manufacturer and merchant. 


(2) For the first time the govern- 


ment has taken drastic steps to divest 
industry of starvation wages, child 
labor, long hours, had working con- 
ditions, 
yellow-dog 
contracts, and 


other abuses. 


(3) For the first tmie it has dealt 


vigorously with the dollar to prevent 
not merely an excessive depreciation 
but an excessive appreciation. 


We face a brighter dawn than mere

In Post war history 1933 seems 


tined \o be remembered as the year 
.which saw a derisive change 
in 


European affairs, a chance from a 
post-war to a pre-war era. 


When the year began the world 


was still hopefully talking of peace 
and disarmament. When it 
ended 


people were discussing the certainty 
of a new race in armaments and the 
danger of a next war in Europe. 


With the rise of Hitler and the with- 


drawal of Germany trom Geneva, 
the atmosphere in Europe has been 
brought back to the condition of 1914. 
In the past year we have had recur- 
ring war scares. Durinfl ..that , time 
every responsible statesman in Europe 
has given public warning 
of 
the 


danger of a new conflict. 


In Ihe'old world people are think 


ing war, talking war and fearing war 
and that means that an accident can 
have almost incalculable consequen- 
es. 
For myself, I believe that only an 


accident can precipitate war in the 
coming year, for the Germans, who 
must fight to regain their lost ter- 
ritories and mean to recover these, 
will not be ready. As for France and 
tier allies, they arc not prepared to 
accept the moral responsibility for 
a war of prevention to crush Ger- 
many before she is ready to take the 
offensive. 


That means, however, 
that what 


Europe will have will not be peace in 
any American sense but only a truce, 
while one group of peoples arm and 
the other waits, arms in hand. 


Conceivably the great powers may 


get together to postpone a war no na- 
tion desires at the moment, but, since 
no nation will modify tis 
policies- 


which must lead to war, postpone- 
ment does, not 
promise 
indefinite 


peace but only temporary pause.

Code Reservations . . . Industry 
Tries to Slip One Across . . . Tea 
Party Turns Into TNT Party.

WASHINGTON.—Either industry or 


the NRA is kidding.itself as the code- 
making process goes on. 


Industrialists think they can protect 


themselves from imposition of provis- 
ions by the presdent if they insert res- 
ervations denying their consent. 


Tre recovery act says the president 


may change codes before he approves 
them .and thereafter may cancel or 
modify any order, rule .or regulation. 


Completely escaping public notice, 


the automobile industry weeks ago 
slipped through in its code the reser- 
vation that it did not "consent to any 
modification thereof" and retained the 
right to object. 


NRA lawyers say that didn't mean 


anything—the law couldn't be chang- 
ed. 


But other industries, 
seeing 
:the 


clause slip through, attached great im- 
portance thereto and quietly made up 
similiar provisions of their own. 


Their people whispered that it would 


protect them if -RooseveK jammed, 
down provisions on them which they 
wanted to fight in court. -They didn't: 
fully trust Roosevelt. 


Now the Machinery and -Allied Pro- 


ducts Institute presents 27 codes in.a 
bunch which stipulate non-consent "to 
any change or modofiation of this code 
which may be effected by the presi- 
dent's order of approval" unless the 
industry previously agrees.* 


The MAPI reservation has created 


so much excitement that it probably 
will be knocked eut. But those res- 
ervations in the 'previous codes will 
main. 


Tea, Then TNT 


That big conference on consumer 


protection here was planned as a quiet 
academic seminar. It started off as 
a pleasant tea party and ended up as 
a dog fight. Some loud explosions are 
yet to-come. 


Three professors attached to NRA's 


Consumers' Advisory Boad started it. 
They wanted to invite a small group 
of serious thinkers to come and con- 
sider consumer problems with .the 
CAB and the AAA Consumers' Coun- 
sel staffs without and publicity. Then 
Mrs. Mary Rumsey, CAB chairman, 
broadcast invitations all about. 


The first day was devoted to pious 


speeches and official messages of hope. 
Everybody patted the consumer on the 
back and wished him well. 


Mrs. 'Rumsey was as happy as could 


b2. The press was barred from the 
sessions but the first. 


But next day some of the guests 


started early barking at their hosts. 
The attack was directed at the CAB, 
which was accused of inaction and 
lack of aggressiveness. Bolder guests 
deided to ask the NRA and AAA con- 
sumer representatives to step outside 
while unofficial conference members 
organized a committee which might 
formulate a real palicy. 


They admitted that the AAA crowd 


had done a good job on codes—part 
of which had helped create the situa- 
tion leading to resignation of Admin- 
istrator Peek. Leon Rendcrson of Rus- 
sell Sage Foundation was made chair- 
man. 


Mrs. Rumsey, alarmed, arranged a 


committee appointment with Genqral 
Johnson, who eats wildcats alive and 
presumably could quiet the guests. 


Chairman Henderson spoke plain 


words to Johnson. The general be- 
came excited and appointed him his 
special "consumer assistant." A voice 
suggested F. J. Schlink of Consumers' 
Research, and Johnson appointed him, 
too. 


Unwittingly he took a viper to his 


breast, for Schlink detests NRA and 
wants the CAB to resign in protest at 
its forced ineffectiveness. 


Friends of hard-boiled Schlink ano 


hard-boiled Henderson, unable to im- 
agine that NRA will give consumers a 
real break, predict both men soon will 
resign with a loud roar. They also 
anticipate some hell-raising by the 
committee.

It has to do with a young American 


who is visiting in Paris in 1870, when 
tho Franco- Prussian War begins, ami 
the empire of' Napoleon III goes to 
pieces. 


This young man, fresh from Har- 


vc.rd, is full of ideals, nnd proud of 
it. He moons about Paris, worship- 
ing at the shrines of the French Rev- 
olution, visiting the spot where tho 
guillotine stood, ardent in his belief 
in democracy. 


Then 
he 
gets entangled in the 


catastrophe that follows (he French 
war disasters. The empire collapses, 
and the Parisian proletariat rises to 
seize the power. 


When this happened in 793 it was 


Jacobinism, and young Mr. Bishop ad- 
mired it deeply; when it happens 
under his eyes it is Communism, and 
he sees it.s faults instead of its vir- 
tues.

Glass Will Erupt 


The :,rst currency fight is likely 


o come over administration-sponsor- 
ed legislation to validate and strength- 
en the gold purchase policy and pos- 
sibly ohter operations not yea an- 
nounced. Senator Carter Glass and 
the other money conservatives then 
will unleash their guns. 


Glass is set to question the legality 


of the gold buying plan, as did Under- 
secretary Dean Acheson before he was 
fired from the Treasury. The ad- 
ministration has been preparing for 
such an attack in Congres. 


Conservatives also are expected to 


make a futile effort to take away the 
inflation powers which Congress gave 
to Roosevelt,.in the last session. At 
the other extreme will be those who 
want to make inflation mandatory. 


The "sound money" group finds one 


of its previously most impressive ar- 
guments weakened by success of the 
Treasury's December financing. 


Stirred By Farmers 


Tactics of the inflationists will be 


governed by whether they think the 
president is going fast enough and fai 
enough. The inflation demand from 
west and south is inspired by the con- 
dition of debt-ridden farmers, who 
find prices for farm goods rising but 
slowly and the increases largely offset 
by increased prices for things they 
must buy. 


It's important to note that the in- 


flation tumult of a few weeks ago 
subsided after the administration be- 
gan to pump subsidies and loan mon- 
ey into the affected farm areas.

emor, is considerable. 


Under Acts 8 of 1929 and 85 of 1931. 


the state agreed to pay 50 per cent 
of the cost of paving continuations fo 
state highways. 


Under Act 248, however, the state 


assumed—in 
many 
cases—half 
of 


the outstandnig principal indebted- 
ness of districts that paved highway 
Continuations. In 
many 
instances, 


those districts embraced streets not 
designated as state highways. 


The present outstanding indebted- 


ness of districts assumed by the state 
Under Act 8 is $1,619,934.50, and under 
Act 248 it is $3,628,958.24. 


When the state issued the certifi- 


cates, it assumed a total principal in- 
debtedness of $6,713,964.79, and agreed 
to pay interest amounting to $2,850,- 
575.31 during the life of the certificates, 
bringing to $9,564,540.91 the aggregate 
cost to the state of aiding the dis- 
tricts under the three acts. 


High way-Street Only 


Just what lines the batle wil las- 


sume in the legislature are not clear 
now, but it is probable Governor 
Futrell will bring forward his oft- 
repeated proposal to assume the en- 
tire cost of paving continuations ol 
state highways through towns and 
cities, and eliminate any state aid to 
districts for streets other than state 
highway designations. 


Governor Futrell has designated one 


of his close advisors to compile the 
data, and it is expected to be ready 
for publication within a few days. 


The preliminary investigation has 


shown that the highway commission 
issued full 50 per cent participation 
certificates to some districts for their 
outstanding indebtedness, but issued 
to other districts certificates cover- 
ing only 50 per cent of the costs of 
the highway continuation, an admin- 
istration spokesman said. This re- 
sulted from what some believe was 
an erroneous construction of Act 248, 
by which some of the districts ap-

Proponents of the liquor control and
